WILL NEED MORE CLOTHES 


Navy Department Will soon Land it« 


rOomer* <m Scavey'a Inland 


(Special to the Herald) 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 7.—In an- 


ticipation ot the early arrival of the 
Spanish prisoners at Portsmouth, N. H., 
every effort is being made by the navy 
department to provide accomodations 
for them. 


Capt. A. S. Crowninshield, chief of 


the bureau of navigation, left Washing- 
ton last night for Seavey's island, a part 
of the Portsmouth naval reservation, to 
inspect the island and the barracks in 
which the men will be quartered. He 
will be assisted by Civil Engineer H. R. 
Stanford, who will join him at Ports- 
mouth. 


Haste is necessary in the construction 


of the buildiegB, as the department was 
informed j oeterday that tho St. Louis 
left Santiago Tuesday night, and that 
the Harvard left yesterday morning for 
New York with all the Spanish prisoners 
on board. 


As the weather at Seavey's island is 


cool, it will probably be necessary to 
provide the prisoners with clothing, and 
Paymaster-Geneial Stewart will take 
measures to do so. The paymaster gen- 
eral will also see that they receive plen- 
ty of food similar to that distributed 
among men of the navy. 


Col. Charles Eeywood, commandant 


of tho marine corps, was at the navy de- 
partment today in regard to the guard 
to bo stationed at Seavey's inland to 
prevent an outbreak. 
The prisoners 


will be under the general control of 
Rear Admiral C. C. Carpenter, 
retired, 


commandant of the Portsmouth navy 
yard.

That tho Spanish prisoners that arc 


to be quartered on Seavey's island arc 
not going to starve will be seen from 
tho following eatables that are only part 
of tho good things that "Uncle Sam" is 
contracting for their use during their 
stay with us: 
5100 loaves of bread, 


0300 pounds of meat and 0300 pounds 
of vegetables, to be delivered three 
times a week. 


Twenty stoves with all the cooking 


paraphernalia will be needed to pre- 
pare the food for them, besides numer- 
ous other articles which they will need 
while confined on tho island. 


Work on the buildings where tho 


man will bo quartered is progressing 
much move rapidly than most people 
have any idea of. Already the frame 
work of a number of the structures are 
up aud bofore the week closes they will 
be nearly finished.

A distinguished paleontologist claims 


to have discovered facts sen ing to show 
that the vermiform appendix, that mys- 
teriously useless organ that has annoyed 
the human family so much of late 
years, is no more nor less than the rudi- 
mentary remnant of the gizzard with 
•which he believes the monstrous pro- 
genitors of man of the tertiary period 
of the earth's existence were supplied. 
Some of these gigantic creatures, lizards 
in form, birds in kind, animals in some 
functions, are believed to have devel- 
oped by the gradual stages described by 
the supporters of the theory of evolu- 
tion into the semblance of a human be- 
ing. 


If the bird form be the original of the 


human race, it is reasonable to believe 
that it may ha\e been supplied with a 
gizzard, which in the bird of modern 
time possesses a definite and important 
function in the digestion of the food. 
The bird having no teeth the food is in 
many cases swallowed whole. Some 
birds can crush the food with their 
beaks, but normally the digestion is 
permitted largely through the agency of 
the gizzard, •where the food is ground 
into fine particles. The interior coating 
of this organ is rough and muscular. 
Many birds swallow, as far as the giz- 
zard, small pebbles that aid the process 
of attrition. Thus if the latest theory 
be correct a curious paradox is present- 
ed. 'Whereas in the beginning, as now, 
tbe gizzard performed it» functions 
most satisfactorily when supplied with 
1 * indigestible substances, ita rudiment 


that now remains in the human struc-

Washington, July 7.—The president 


made It known to senators and repre- 
sentatives who called upon him today 
that he considered it unwise for congress 
to adjourn before the bill to raise 25,000 
colored troops was passed. He consid- 
ered it absolutely indispensable that this 
bill should be enacted into law imme- 
diately. 


Chairman Hull of the military affairs 


committee was In conference with him 
today over that legislation, and stated 
afterwards that he believed the bill 
would be passed. It waa recently rec- 
ommended by the secretary of war, who 
stated that these troops were especially 
adapted to the Cuban climate and neces- 
sary to the success of the war. 


». war conference was held at the 


White House during the forenoon. There 
were present Secretaries Long and Al-

Captain Crowninshield and Captain Ma- 
han. 


The conference lasted about an hour 


and a half, when all the members left 
the president except Secretary Long.

Admiral Sampson has telegraphed the

The Massachusetts and Texas opened 
lire, and the Spanish vessel was sunk 
opposite Estrella cove. I am Inclined 
to think It was the intention to sink her 
In the channel and thus block the harbor 
entrance. If so the plan was defeated 
by the fire of the ships. She lies on the 
edge of the shore. 


General Greely has received a dis- 


patch from Colonel Allen, at Playa del 
Este, Cuba, regarding the signal corps 
balloon used for observation purposes 
with General Shafter's army. He says 
that the balloon, which was hit by the 
eu*my and split, has been repaired, but 
the supply of stored gas and tubes for 
It is exhausted. Attempts are now mak- 
ing to get tubes from the front, where 
the gas generator Is kept. A second 
balloon IB expected from Tampa, Col- 
onel Allen reports. 


Secretary Long today g'ave orders for 


the departure of the Philadelphia from 
Mare Island for Hawaii. She will carry 
'.the flag of the United States to those 
Islands and include them within the 
Bunion. 
Admiral Miller, commanding 


the Pacific station, tvho is now at Marc- 
Island, will be charged with the func- 
tion of hoisting the flag-. The ship will 
be ready for sea in a very few days 
under the secretary's orders, and should 
make the trip In a week.

WILDEST DEMONSTRATIONS. 


Greeted Lieutenant Hobaon From Men 


of Both Army and Navy. 


Off Juragua, July 6, via Kingston, Ja., 


July 7.--Asslatant Naval Constructor- 
Richmond Pearson Hobson or the nag- 
ship New York, and the seven seamen 
who composed the crew of the collier 
Merrimac, which was sunk by Hobson 
and his companions in the channel of 
the harbor of Santiago de Cuba on June 
3 last, were aurrendered by the Spanish 
military authorities today in exchange 
tor seiss&ttm <*«:»»)«* fcjf tb,« Ameri- 
can forces. 


Hobson and his men were escorted 


through the American lines by Captain 
Chadwick of the New York, who was 
"awaiting them. 
Every step of their 


journey was marked by the wildest 
demonstrations on the part of the Amer- 
ican soldiers, who threw aside all sem- 
"blance of order, scrambled out of the 
entrenchments, knocked over tent guys 
and other camp paraphernalia in their 
eagerness to see the returning heroes, 
and set up cheer after cheer for the 
men who had passed safely through the 
jaws of death to serve their country. 


The same scenes of enthusiasm were 


repeated upon the arrival of the men 
at the hospital station and at our base 
at Juragua. Hobson, who reached there 
in advance of his companions, was tak- 
pn on board the New York immediately. 
The flagship's decks were lined with 
officers and men, and as Hobson clam- 
bered up her side and stepped on board 
his vessel the harbor rang with the 
shouts and cheers 
of his comrades, 


which were echoed by the crews of a 
dozen transports lying near by. 


Hobson had little to say in regard 


to his experiences, except that he and 
his companions had been well treated 
by the Spaniards, and that they were 
all In excellent health.

Quantanamo, July 4, via Kingston, 


Ja. (Delayed 
In 
transmission).—The 


steamer Resolute arrived today with 
508 prisoners, including 18 officers and 
crew of the Spanish cruiser Cristobal 
Colon. The disposition of the prisoners 
is not yet decided on.

"The blow Is heavy, but it would be

and strengthened. 


"Let us give clear proof that the Span-

We must show to the 
world that our spirit is not weakened by 
reverses, and that we have courage 
enough to face adversity and fight until 
we conquer it. We have strength enough 
for that."

I( 
is not hard to believe that when the 
war is over and these meu are given 
their freedom they will prefer to enjoy 
the liberty of America rather than to 
return to the tyranny of Spain. 


The barracks for the prisoners are 


already being erected. As the public 
will be rigidly excluded from any por- 
tion of the island after the arrival of 
the Spaniards the best possible place to 
get a good view of the whole scene is 
from the third Newcastle bridge, the 
latter being less thin COO yards from 
the future home of our coming neigh- 
bors.
